Co-OperatioQ Id Agriculture. 

Wash njton, October 1 — Pres'd nt 
1 lev. of the Soutbein Railway Com- 
pany, refernng to-day to the interest 
being manifested in co-operation in 
agricultural communities in the South- 
east, laid: 

"One of the most important advan- 
tages of co-operative marketing is that 
it is |)racticable for an associatiincon;- 
liini:ig the resources of a consif'er;i!jie 
number of producers to oiit-iin much 
more detailed and reliable information 
as to conditiona at different market 
points than can generally be obtained 
bv any singte individnaL Thia tends to 
prevent the overstocking of one or more 
markets while others may be left with 
inadequate supplies which is one of the 
greatest ditticulties encountered in in- 
dependent marketing;. 

"For the accomplishment of the best 
reaalta in tlie diatribatioa at products 
among markets it is important timt a 
large number of producers shall unite 
in a single association or that there 
shall be effective co operation between 
a number of local associations. 

"Another matter, the importance of 
which can not be overestimated, is that 
a co-operative marketing organization 
which exercises effective control over 
t ie grading and packmg of products 
can bulM up a valuable reputation for 
the producers of its locality. When 
buyers learn that the grading and pack- 
ing of any parlicul.-ir associ.itiun n.av 
be relied upon absolutely, its goods are 
s i.ught out and its name or trade-mark 
becomes an asset of value to each 
mtmhsr of tbe aasociation. Another 
advanta^ ia tImt, handling a larger 
volume of boaineas, tlie association may 
;ind it profitable to devote mii e atten- 
tion, not only to securin;^ K^iieral mar- 
ket information, but also to lookinjr in- 
to the comparative advantage.s of deal- 
ing with different buyers in the same 
market than can be done by individual 
producers. Its larger vtrfume of bosi- 
■less also tends to increase competition 
anions' buyers for its products and 
e!u:bl('s it. in ii iij' InntaBfiii, tn sbipin 
carload quantities. 

"The activities of a co-operative .'^el- 
ling agency may also, in some instances, 
be extended .to matters conaeeted with 
production. It may, for example, 
undertake the buying of the seeds used 
by its members, lookinj: into their purity 
and gerniinative ijualities and insuring 
the production of the same varieties by 
all members of the organization. 

"The managements of the Southern 
Railway Company and its Associated 
Companies, in maintaining a corpa of 
Market Agents for the purpose of 
bringing producers in the territory 
tiav.-rsed by their lines into relations 
with buyers, have recognized the value 
of co-operation. The work done by 
these .Agents is, in itself, entirely co- 
operative. Tbey are familiar with the 
-plans of organisation and metliods 
o|)eration of successful eo-opetative 
selling; orkranizations and are rea4y st

Kot ao many yeaia ago tha 
ralalng of nmleo waa a alipabod indus- 
try, moat of tbem coming from in- 
ferior marm that failed to produce 
goad horse colts or that were bred ou 
the not nuieh to lose plan by Indiffer- 
ent owaera. Of late years, however, 
bettor mares have been aent to Jacks, 
and as a reautt we bare better mules 
today than over before. Mnlea In- 
creased Ceater in value during the dec- 
oda 1000-1910 than did horsea. 

To pradnro eood mulea It ia neces- 
aary to get away from the old idea 
that tbe meaner and the amaller a 
mule the tougher. Malea that are top- 
ping tbe market today come from 
strictly high daaa marea of good aise. 
The big draft mare prodncss an excel- 
lent heavy mule, and tbe 1,200 pound 
standard bred mare pradaca a a mule 
wtil Uked by many beranae of bis high 
quality. The mule's reputation la based 
to a oonaiderable extent on hia stamina 
and long wearing qualities. Therefore 
high llnlsh. wldcb Is generally cousid- 
ened aa an indication of quality, is of 
grant importanee te a mala. He geto 
hIa Indies tkms of high quality largely 
from hIa dam and ft«m bis feed. It 
takes a Ug Jack to get Ug molai from 
nnj- marob Ha abooid ba tbe best ob 
UinaUe. 

There la no reaaen why tbe next few 
yean aboald not aea aa great an in- 
creaae in tha mule indastry aa baa the 
paat decade. Of couna we can never 
have as many mulea as boraea nor 
even half aa many becauaa of the way 
in which mules are prodneed. But wa 
can and slwald Imve many more. For j 
an nnskllled and earelcas teamster they 
beat a horse every way. Tbey are not 
naturally mean or atubbom or vicious, j 
Tha bad onea are made so by careless | 
or no training. They don't get hurt { 
Every Bale ia a worker and lit for ! 
worit aU tlie tima. Tbua they are pop- 1 
utar and growiag In pepahirtty all tbe 



The present state constitatloa oi 
Kentucky providea that "Taxea shall 
be naifona on all kinds of property," 

and on the surface this seems to be 
so fair the average thinker can find 
no fault with it. 

In practice, however. It has been 
found 10 be the most unequal tax sys 
tern ever devised, and most of the pro- 
gresaive atataa bava aboliahed the 
plan. 

Its inequalities and unfairness may 
be seen from the way it discriminate;! 
ill certain classes of property and f\ 
plains nhy Kentucky seems to have 
so little intangible wealth as com- 
pared with other atataa. 

For iaatanee, cash ia savings banks 
draws only three per cent Interest, 
R!lt-rdge bonds pay four per cent, real 
rst.it>' notes six per cent, nock iu 
some foreign corporations trn per cent, 
\\ht\p the tax on all lb the same for 
El lie purposes, but varies for county 
and city parpoaaa aeemdlng to the lo- 
eatioB.

If an honest farmer lists his prop- 
erty at its fair value and his un- 
scrupulous neighbor puts a lower value 
on his property tbe former pays more 
thaa bto ahara> wbUa tba lattw pays 
less. 

If the state board of eiualization 
raises the entire list for tiiat county, 
the h«m St man pays 0:1 ii: i)|u.r»> !'p 
doesn't own, and yet our law is sup- 
posed to ba uniform. 

That the personalty owned by eltt- 
sens of Kentucky is vastly more than 
is listed for taxation is a wel^-estab- 
lished fact; but the tax reteipie don't 
show it. In fact, certain cla.-.ses of 
pioperty, such as stocks, bonds, notes 
and cash have almost disappeared from 
the tax rolls, and these evid- nces of 
wealth apparently grow less each year. 

If the present system is allowed to 
remain in force, it will result, as it has 
tn other states. In almost all kinds of 
personalty disappearing from the as- 
sessors' books, and lands and houses 
which can not be bid or moved will 
have to bear the chief burden. 

It has been so in every state where 
the "general property tax" has been 
the plan oa whieb property was taxed, 
and most of tba statea have been wiae 
enough to gat rid of aach aa uaevml 
and unfhlr aystMu 

The Ohio atato tax flommiaaion, la 
iU 1908 report aa tba oporatioa of the 
"general pnverty tax," saya: 

"It la a fallara (or purposes of rev- 
eaue or equality. Perils ps aot S pet' 
cent of iataagibia property ia Uated. 
It pnniahea tba hoaaat It rawards the 
dishoneat. It freqaently reaalta In 
double taxathw and lowara tba ataad- 
ard of taitegrity.'*

ment and cauaed untold losses in pop- 
ulatloa. I 
The last general assembly passed ' 
an act amending the state constitu- 
tion so as to permit future legislation 
on taxation which will go far towards 
remedying the evils and it is the duty 
of every cltlsen in the state to vote 
for the amendment at the November 
Section. If it is not ratified at that 
time it will be impossible to vote on 
I the question for another five years 
' and it has been delayed too long al- ' 
ready. It is time for us to wake up 
I and get in line with other prosperous 
states. Vote for tbe constitutional 
amoBdmeat at the November election.

Small Stock 

That chickens intended for market 
should be divided into small flocks 
and ahould be fed heavily on fatten- 
ing feeds while giving them range in 
a small grass enclosure is the belief 
of Prof. James G. Halpln of tbe Col- 
lege of Agricnltnra of the University 
of Wisconsin. It has been found that 
as a rule the average farmer pays lit- 
tle or no attention to tbn fattening of 
his market fowls, taking them to mar- 
ket directly from the range. 

A mixture of four parts of ground 
corn and one part of wheat bran mix- 
ed with enough sour skim milk to 
make it crambly moist to the ration 
aocording to Professor Halpln, who 
recommends that they be fed only 
such quantities of feed as they will 
clean up in twenty minutes.
